Are Women Legal Voters? 


EDITORS REPCHLICAN:—Tho women 


arc preparing to vote for school officers 
under tho provisions of tho law of 1891: 
That law provides that any women of 
the ago of twenty-one years and up- 
wards, belonging to any of the classes 
mentioned in article 7 of tho Constitu- 
tion of tho State of Illinois, who shall 
have resided in tho state one year, in 
the county ninety days, and in the elec- 
tion district thirty days, shall bo enti- 
tled to vote for school officers in a sepa- 
rate box to bo provided for the occasion; 
provided they aro registered as other 
citizens. Article 7 of the Constitution 
provides that every person who was un 
elector in this state on the 1st day of 
April, in the year of our Lord 1848, or 
obtained a certificate of naturalization 
before any court of record in this state 
prior to tho 3d day of January, in the 
year of our Lord 1870, or who shall bo 
a male citizen of 
tho United States 


above the ago of twenty-one years, shall 
bo entitled to vote at an election. This 
is a brief description of the 
words 


"classes of people" who are entitled to 
vote. 


It is quite certain that no woman liv- 


ing in this state "was an elector on the 
1st clay of April, 1848," or "obtained a 
certificate of naturalization prior to the, 
3d day of January, 1370," or "is a male 
citizen of tho United States above tho 
ago of twenty-one years," It therefore 
seems tolerably clear that no woman is 
under any circumstances a legal voter 
at an election for school or any other 
kind of officers.

WASIIINCITON, D. C., Oct. 18.—James

with Illinois coal. 


He admits that free coal will open the 


gates of Nova Scotia coal to this market, 
and whether he admits it or not is of but 
little consequence,as that is proven by the 
fact that Cleveland's friends, headed 
by Whitney, a former cabinet officer, in 
anticipation of free coal, bought up the 
Nova Scotia mines with the view of put- 
ting the products of these mines into 
the United States in competition with 
the home mines. This syndicate, under 
free coal, expect to put 2,000,000 tons of 
coal into the east. 
Thia two million 


tons will displace that amount of coal 
furnished before by American mines- 
This coal, of course, was not furnished 
by Illinois mines to anj great extent, 
but by tho Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio mines; and tha admission of two 
million tons of foreign coal will rob 
those miners to that extent, and they 
will be forced to seek other markets, 
which will bring them into stronger

Taliulu is near Clnre- 
more, and about forty miles west of 
Coretta. The bandits did not tarry 
long after the train pulled out. 
They 


galloped out of town, discharging their 
Winchesters.
